NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENT

Note 1 — Business and Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

The Company

Hunter Asset Management, LLC (the “Company”) is a limited liability company formed under the laws
of the State of New Jersey on August 10, 2001 for the purpose of doing business as a fully disclosed
broker/dealer registered under the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and is a member of the National
Association of Securities Dealers (NASD). The Company began business operations on April 22,
2002.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles
requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and
liabilities and the disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements
and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could
differ from those estimates.

Property, Plant and Equipment

Property and equipment are stated at cost. Depreciation is computed on the double decline balance
method based on the following estimated useful lives of the assets.

Income Taxes

The Company is a single member limited liability Company and as such is treated as a disregarded
entity for tax purposes. Accordingly, profits and losses of the Company are passed through and
reported on the sole owner’s tax return. As a result, no provision for income taxes is reflected in these
financial statements.

Note 2 — Deposit with Clearing Organization

The Company is required to maintain a deposit of $100,000 with its clearing broker. The deposit bears
interest at prevailing rates, which was approximately 0.8% at December 31, 2002.

Note 3 - Property and Equipment

Property and equipment, at cost, consisted of the following at December 31, 2002:

Depreciation expense charged to operations amounted to $1,647 for the year ended December 31,
2002.

Note 4 - Payable to Clearing Broker

The Company clears certain of its proprietary and customer transactions through another broker-dealer
on a fully disclosed basis. The amount payable to the clearing broker relates to the aforementioned
transactions and is collateralized by securities owned by the Company.

Note 5 — Net Capital Requirements

Pursuant to the basic uniform net capital provisions of the Securities and Exchange Commission, the
Company is required to maintain a minimum net capital, as defined in such provisions. Further, the
provisions require that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness, as defined, to net capital shall not exceed 8
to 1. Net capital and the related net capital ratio may fluctuate on a daily basis. At December 31, 2002,
the Company had net capital and net capital requirements of $145,846 and $100,000, respectively. The
Company’s net capital ratio was .04 to 1.

Note 6 — Related Party Transactions

The Company occupies office space on a month to month basis from PCM Investors, LLC, its sole
member. Although a formalized lease agreement does not exist, the minimum annual rent is expected
to be $8,000

Note 7 — Concentrations of Credit Risk

The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities in which counterparties primarily
include broker-dealers, banks, and other financial institutions. In the event counterparties do not fulfill
their obligations, the Company may be exposed to risk. The risk of default depends on the
creditworthiness of the counterparty or issuer of the instrument. It is the Company’s policy to review,
as necessary, the credit standing of each counterparty.

We did not review the practices and procedures followed by the Company in making the
quarterly securities examinations, counts, verifications and comparisons, and the recording of
differences required by Rule 17a-13; or in complying with the requirements for prompt payment for
securities of Section 8 of Regulation T of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System; or in
obtaining and maintaining physical possession or control of all fully paid and excess margin securities
of customers as required by Rule 15¢3-3, because the Company does not carry securities accounts for
customers or perform custodial functions relating to customer securities.

The management of the Company is responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control
structure and the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph. In fulfilling this
responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits
and related costs of internal control structure policies and procedures and of the practices and
procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph and to assess whether those practices and procedures
can be expected to achieve the Commission’s above-mentioned objectives. Two of the objectives of an
internal control structure and the practices and procedures are to provide management with reasonable,
but not absolute, assurance that transactions are executed in accordance with management’s
authorization and recorded properly to permit preparation of financial statements in conformity with
generally accepted accounting principles. Rule 17a-5(g) lists additional objectives of the practices.
